As usual everj 
man who hetrays the democratic party 
rinds in the Times a doughty defender, i 
sincere apologist, a faithful friend, am 
properly so,hecause the same paper is itself 
notorious for its political inconsistency, 
for its assumption -of democratic policj 
and its treacherous attacks upon demo- 
crats, its opposition to democratic meas- 
ures and its advocacy of such republican 
schemes as the recently defeated charte 
together with its advocacy of the retention 
of republican officials.

A POINT AT LAW. 


JDetermined l>y a Decision 


Objects of ^Fraternal Body. 


A society whose principal income is 


derived from a fixed regular compulsory 
contribution from its members which is 
to constitute a fund to be used exclusive- 
ly for the benefit of its meuYbers cannot 
be held to be either a benevolent or a 
charitable society within the meaning of 
public statutes, chapter 11, section five, 
clause three as amended by statute of 1889 
clause 405, and consequently such a so- 
ciety must pay taxes on its real estate. 


This is the substance of the decision of 


the full bench of the Supreme court ren- 


| i 
dered yesterday in the case of the Young 
Men's Protestant Temperance and Ben- 
evolent society against the city of Fall 
River. The society owns real estate, and 
contended by the provisions of the above 
statutes it was exempt from taxation. 


It was organized "For the purpose" as 


appears from its certificate of incorpora- 
tion of the promotion of temperance, 
mutual relief, assistance and culture and 
charity and benevolence. 


The" court states that it, is plain from 


the bylaws and constitution of the organ- 
ization that it is in part a temperance so- 
ciety and iu part a mutual aid and relief 
society and that the relief and assistance 
afforded is 
limited to 
its 
members; 


that what is called the benevolence or 
charity of the society is shown in taking 
care of its sick members and paying $50 
towards the funeral expenses of Its de- 
ceased members; that to be entitled to the 
exemption claimed the plaintiff must show 
that in the use of its income or profits its 
acts, exclusively as a temperance society, 
or as a beuevolentorcharitable institution, 
or some two or all of these combined,

Prosecutor Bertra'id asked Yaillani hi~ 
name. aud the prisoner, in a liriu voice, 
replied: "Augnste Vaillant." 


He said that he was 32 j-eirs of a^o. 


The prisoner answert d the public prov- 
cutor's questions m a cool and defiant 
raanner. After he had admitted that he 
uud been several \imes in pri';o.i for theft, 
he exclaimed fiercely: "Tiie unjust con- 
ditions of society were responsible for 
what you are pleased to term robberies.'' 


The Te^tiinon>. 


Replying to other questions Yaill'Uit 


said that he conceived tbeicU-aof blow- 
ing up the chamber of deputies while he- 
was living at Choisey-le-Roi, and ad- 
mitted that he obtained the money with 
which he purchased the mateiial for mak- 
ing his bo;nb from the results of a theft. 
He also admitted reluctantly that, he h:id 
received 20 francs from Mme. Paul RP'>- 
tus. Vaillant, hovvevet, insisted that 
Mme. 
Rectus gave him the money as ;m 


act of charity, and not as a subscription 
to the cause of anarchy, or to in any way 
further its ends. 


"Did you obtain an order of admittanr c 


to the gallery?" asked the public prose- 
cutor. 


"I did," replied the prisoner. 


, "Was the order given to you by a dep- 
uty?'1 asked the public prosecutor. 


"It was," said Vaillant, after a short 


pause. 


When questioned regarding the actual 


explosion of t5ie bomb, Vaillant said that 
he regretted that the "bomb did not have 
the effect he desired, and explained that 
this was owing to the fact that one of his 
neighbors iu the gallery chamber of dep- 
uties accidentally knocked his arm while 
he was in the act of throwing the loaded 
missile. 


The prisoner, replying to further ques- 


tions, said that he filled his bomb with 
nails, as he only wished to severely injure 
some of the ministers and deputies, azid 
asserted in proof of this that if he had 
wished to kill he would have fired his 
bomb with cartridges 
He said he would 


rather have seen 200 or 800 deputies killed 
than a single spectator injured, adding: 
"It would have been better for the cause 
of anarchism.1' 


The judge dwelt upon the deaths which 


might have resulted in the chamber of 
deputies from the explosion of Vaillant'a 
bomb. This feature of the trial seemed 
to enrage the anarchist to the highest de- 
gree, for he interrupted the judge, shouts 
ing at the full pitch of his voice and in 
the most furious manner: "Don't cry 
about deaths, since none occurred." 


Vnillant's Defense. 


The prisoner was allowed to read a long 


statement. "I said to myself,'' he went 
on, "why work when wife and child are 
perishing of starvation? I asked myself 
this question many and mtuy a time 
during the daytime, and as I lay awake 
at night, feverishly tossing about in my 
hard bed, without knowing where the 
next day's food was to come from, and 
without having any means of knowing 
where 1 was to get the next franc which 
was to put off for another day what 
seemed to be the inevitable end of 
our long struggle for existence—starv- 
ation,

that bomb and to throw it into the 
chamber 
gf deputies in order that its 


explosion mlgfct echo avound the world 
and possibly be the signal for oOr-to

"lly act was born of the misery of the 


people, whole families of whom are dying 
of starvation. 
Woe betide those who

A FINANCIAL CRISIS, 


Committee on Finance Seem* to lie Un- 


t* Upon a System of Ki'licf 


Which Will Meet the 1'rrsent Demand 
for Money. 


Jan. 11.—Secretary Car- 


lisle proposed an issue of bonds to the 
senate committee on finance yesterday 
afternoon. 


Jlr. Carlisle said he wanted authority 


to issue bonds, and so staled to the com- 
mittee afterwards. 
He thinks an issue 


of bonds the simplest way to meet the 
apparently rapidly approaching crisis in 
t he treasury. 


The secretary dwelt 
briefly on the 


rapidly diminishing gold reserve, and 
stated that instead of increasing, as he had 
hoped the government receipts would do, 
they had continued to diminish until 
there was coming to be a monthly gap of 
about $10,000,000 between receipts and ex- 
penditures. He thought, therefore, that 
it .was expedient that congress should 
take steps to provide against the evil. Ho 
asked that the act of 1S75 for the resump- 
tion of specie payments, which also 
suthorb.es a bond issue, should he so 
amended as to pennH this issuance for 
shorter time and uCy. lower rate of in- 
terest than is provided for in that act. 


The lowest, rate of interest, unmed in the 


bonds provided for in the act in 4 per 
cent, and the time for the 4 per cent bonds 
Is 30 years. Uf thought it would be a 
very easy matter to sell enough bonds to 
tide over the present emergency, to meet 
tbo prospective deiiciency of the present 
fiscal year, at. 3 per cent interest and rnu- 
uiug for three, four or live years. 


There was u general interchange of 


opinion among members of the commit- 
tee. Knough was developed to show that 
it is going to be very difficult for the com- 
mittee to agree upon a bill. The Repub- 
lican members made remarks which 
seemed to indicate that they could not bu 
counted upon to aid the Democratic ad- 
ministration in setting itself out of its 
difficulties.

holds that instead of bonds, certificates 
should ho issued upon the silver seignior- 
age in the treasury.

WHEN A BOY. 


Reminiscences of -the Hoyliood of GOT. 


Grceulialge. 


In an interview with a reporter yester- 


day Mr. William Burrows of Arlington 
street, gives the following reminiscences 
of Gov. Greenhalge's voyage from the 
shores of Old England to New England: 


"When we left Liverpool F. T. Green- 


halge was perhaps a dozen years old, a 
bright boy with a sunny disposition and 
full of fun though ambitious, aud a good 
enough scholar to outer the grammar 
school when he arrived here. We came in 
the sailing vessel ''Star of Empire," leav- 
ing on May 10 and arriving iu Boston dur- 
ing the day of June i!0. We left at once 
for Lowell that same evening, and with 
the exception of a few years both the Gov- 
ernor and myself have lived here ever 
since. I was in the army during the civil 
war, and was for a time engaged at my 
trade elsewhere, but most of my years have 
been spent here. 


"Mr. Greenhalge has always kept up his 


acquaintance with our family, and I of 
course, have watched his career with per- 
haps a pardonable pride, 
i am generally 


a republican in matters of federal and 
state polities, and was glad to have the op- 
portunity to vote for the boy who came 
across the water with me almost 40 years 
ago. 
""i was 20 years old when we came to 
Lowell, and I lived with the family for 
some time before my marriage. It was a 
family of workers, earnest, aud progressive 
and ambitious. When the father died, a 
few years after beginning his work in this 
country,! felt almost as much of a personal 
loss in his death as the children them- 
selves."

Reminiscences of-llio lEoyliooil of Guv, 


GrcunlinlKU' 


In an interview with a reporter yester- 


day Air. William Unrrows of Arliuptoii 
sLreet, gives the following reminiscences 
of Oov. Greenbalge's voyage from 
the 


shores of Old England to New England: 


"When we left Liverpool F. T. Grccn- 


hulgc was perhaps a dozen years old, a 
bright boy with a sunny disposition :ind 
full of fun though ambitious, and a good 
enough scholar to enter the grammar 
school when he arrived hero.. We came in 
tho sailing vessel ''Star of Empire," leav- 
ing on May JO and arriving iii JtoaUm dur- 
ing the day of June i£U. \^c IP.ft at once 
for Lowell that same evening, and with 
the exception of a few years both tbe Gov- 
ernor and myself have lived here ever 
since. 1 was in the army during the civil 
war, and was for a, time engaged at my 
trade elsewhere, but most of my years have 
been spent here. 


"Mr. Grecnhalge has always kept up lii.q 


acquaintance with our family, and I ol 
course, liave watched his career with nei- 
ha'ps a pardonable pride. 
J- am generally 


a republican in matters of federal uml 
state politics, and was glnil Lo have the op- 
portunity to vote for the boy who camo 
across the water with me almost 4$ years 
ago. 


"I was 20 years old when we came to 


Lowell, and I lived with the family for 
Borne time before my marriage. It was a 
family of workers, earnest, uud progressive 
and ambitious. 
Wlinn the father died, a 


few years aEtcr beginning his work in this 
country,! felt almost as much of a personal 
loss in his death as the children them- 
selves."

W.HIant's Audacity in Re- 


ceiving; His Sentence. 


A FAIR TRIAL OF SHORT DURA- 


TION. 


Anarchist Shown to be a Professional 


Thief. 


PATHS, Jan. 11.—The trial of AugnstG 


Vaillant, the anarchist who on Dec. '.) 
l&st threw a bomb which exploded in the 
chamber of deputies, was beguu yester- 
day. The palace o£ justice, in which the 
trial took place, was surrounded by 
guards. The court was thronged \\ ith 
people when Vnillaut \vu« bi ought in. 
closely guarded l>y policemen. 


Taillant was tried,ia the assizes court, 


presided over by Judge Cn»e. 
Public 


Prosecutor Bertraud asked Yaillaut, his 
name, and the prisoner, iu a firm voifc. 
replied: "Augusts Vaillant." 


He said that he was 3.2 years of as;e. 


The prisoner answered the public pro^e- 
cutor's questions in a cool auil defiant 
manner. After he had admitted that he- 
had been -several times iu prUon for theft, 
he exclaimed fiercely: ' The unjust con- 
ditions of society were responsible for 
what you are plea=ed to terra robberies,." 


The Testimony. 


Replying to other question1* Vaillant 


said that he conceived the idea of blow- 
ing up the chamber of deputies while he 
was living at Clioisey-le-Roi, and ad- 
mitted that he obtained the money with 
which he purchased the material for nmk-' 
ing his bomb from the results of a theft. 
He also admitted reluctantly that he had 
received 20 francs from -Mine. Paul Rec- 
tus. Vaillant, however, in.sit.ted that 
Mine. Reccns gave him the money as an 
act of charity, anil not as a subscription 
to the cause of anarchy, or to in any way 
further its ends. 


'•Did you obtain an order of admittance 


to the gallery?" asked the publio prose- 
cutor. 


"I did," replied the prisoner. 
"VTas the order givc-u *o you by a dep- 


uty''" asked the public prosecutor. 


"It was,"' said Vaillant, after a short 


pause. 


AVhen questioned regarding the actual 


explosion of cKe bomb, Vaillant said that 
he regretted that the bomb did not ha^1 
the effect he desired, and explained that 
this was owing to the fact that one of his 
neighbors in the gallery chamber of dep- 
uties accidentally knorted his arm while 
ho was in the act of throwing the loaded 
missile. - 


The prisoner, replying to fvrther ques- 


tions, said that he filled his bomb with 
nails, as he only wished to severely injure 
some of the ministers and deputies, and 
asserted in proof of this that if he had 
wished to kill he would have fired Ms 
bomb with cartridges. He said he would 
rather have seen 200 or 300 deputies killed 
than a single spectator injured, adding: 
"It would have been better for the cause 
of anarchism." 


The judge dwelt unon the deaths which 


might have resultedssin the chamber of 
deputies from the explosion of Vaillant's 
bomb. This feature of the trial seemed 
to enrage the anarchist to the highest de- 
gree, for he interrupted the judge, shout- 
ing at the full pitch of his voice and in 
the most furious manner: "Don't cry 
about deaths, since none occurred." 


Vaillant's Defense. 


The prisoner was allowed to read a long 


statement. "I said to myself," he went 
on, "why work when wife and child are 
perishing of starvation' I asked myself 
this question many and many a time 
during the daytime, and as I lay awake 
at night, feverishly tossing about in my 
hard bed, without knowing where the 
next day's food was to come from, and 
without having any means of knowing 
where I was to get the next franc which 
was to put off for another day what 
seemed to be the inevitable end of 
our long struggle for existence—starv- 
ation, l I 
resojved 
to 
manufacture 


that bomb and to throw it into the 
chamber 
gf deputies iu order that its 


explosion mlgfct echo around the world 
and possibly be the signal for otters to 
take desperate means to attract atten- 
tion to the sufferings of the poor. 
"ily act was born of tb,e misery of the 


people^whole families of whom are dying 
of starvation 
"Woe betide those who 


leave their fellow-men to die for want of 
bread for them: we ^hall gee the bloody 
heads of the exploiters of the people 
carried aloft, on pikes '" 


The hearing of ^ (tiiegses in the case 


commenced with the testimony of Mine. 
Peyraud, Vaillaut's landlady, who gave 
various details as to his movements. 
Deputy Ferronais testified in regard to 
the explosion v.hich wounded his friend. 
Count 
de Laujuinais, 
deputy 
from 


Morbihan. 
M. Lacigier 
told how he 


saw Vaillant 
breaking one of 
the 


windows in the chamber of deputies 
iu order to try and 
made his es- 


cape after the explosion. An infantry 
soldier testified that he was on duty out- 
side the window where Vaillant at- 
tempted to break through and escape, 
and that he (the soldier) threatened to 
drive his bayonet through Vaillant if he 
did not go hack 


Vaillanfhere inte.-posed, declaring that 


the soldier was deliberately lying. 


Girard. an expert in explosives, then ex- 


plained the composition of the bomb, and 
said thai, its explosion in the air alone 
prevented many deaths. Several surgeons 
testified legarding the gravity of the 
wounds.

Tne jury retired at 5:35 p.m.. and were 


absent for 20 minutas 
Upon their letnru 


it was announced that they found the 
prisoner "Guilty, without "extenuating 
circumstances " 


Vailiant sprang to his feet and shouted: 


"It i» death: I thank you for it."' 


The presiding judge announced the sen- 


tence 01 death, and Viulluut, upon hear- 
ing the words, shouted: 
"Vive 1'An- 


arthie."' 


When the verdict was announced Vail- 


lant turned with a smile to the peo- 
ple in the courtroom and passed his hand 
around his neck to signify that the guil- 
lotine would bs5u» doom. The prisoner 
has refused to sige sa ^"'^al to the court 
of cassation agtimsfc bis &. .tence.

"\VASHIXOTOX, Jan. 11.—It has been au-

Grangers on Taxes. 


HAETFOKD, Jau. 11.—At the meeting of 


the Connecticut state grange the recom- 
mendations of the committee ou taxes 
were unanimously adopted. 
The com- 


mittee recommended a new oath for prop- 
erty owners to subscribe tp before asses- 
sors, and that false swearing as to prop- 
erty value be punished by forfeiture of 
thepropeity; that towns should not be 
called upon to pay a tax for the support 
of the state government; that a graduated 
distribution tax be levied on estates of de- 
ceased persons in process of settlement, 
such tax to be paid before the settlement 
of the estate on an order of the judge of 
probate, one-half to the town, and the re- 
mainder to the state. The graduation 
varies from a tax of 1-2 of 1 per cent on 
estates less thanSSOOO to 10 per cent on 
estates over $200.000. 


SHOT HER HUSBAND. 


Mrs. Pusi Followed Enunciato Basil! From 


Providence to Brooklyn. 


BP.OOKLTN, Jan. 11.—A handsome young 


Italian woman approached Policeman 
Kennedy yesterday and told him that a 
man on the opposite side of the street had 
shot her husband last week in Providence. 
Kennedy arrested the man, %vho described 
limself as EnunciatciBasiii, 26 years old, 
no home. The woman said she was Sirs. 
Rosini Pusi of 46 Pearl street, Providence, 
and repeated her stoiy. 


She said Basili had made such, violent 


love to her that her husband quarreled 
with him. Basili then shot him twice and 
ran away. She followed him to Brooklyn 
from Providence, fehe says. Basili was 
sent to jail and the Providence authori- 
ties have been notified.

After hi; had uiluiittcd ILnt In- 
had been several fames in prison for theft, 
he exclaimed fiercely: "The unjust cpn- 
ditiouB o£ society were responsible for 
what you are plcnsccl to term robberies." 


Tlio Testimony. 


Replying to oilier questions Vuillunt 


> said that he conceived the iri(*:i of hlnw- 


ing Up the chonibsr o£ deputies while he 
wus living at Cholsey-lc-Roi, :ind ad- 
mitted that he obtainetl the money with 
which he purchased the material for mak- 
ing hia bomb front the results of a theft. 
HB also admitted reluctantly that he had 
received 30 francs from Mine. Piiul Upe- 
tua. 
Voilluiit, however, insibLed Unit 


JIme. Hectna gave hi in the money as an 
acb of charity, tuicl not as a subscription 
to the cimsc of anarchy, or lo in any way 
further its ends. 


"Did yon obtain au order of admit Lance 


to the gallery?" asked the public- prose- 
cutor. 


"I did,'1 replied the prisoner. 
"Was the order given to you by a dep- 


uty!'" naked the public: prosefiiitnr. 


"It WQH," said Vaillant, after :i short 


pause. 


"When questioned iTgardin^ tho actual 


explosion of the bomb, Vuillaut said that 
he regretted that the bomb did not hnvg 
the eltect he desired, and explained lhal 
this was ovviutg to the fact that one of hi.s 
neighbors iu tho gallery chamber of dep- 
uties accidentally knocked his arm while 
he was in the act of throwing the loaded 
missile. '* 


The prisoner, replying to further ques- 


tions, said that he rilled his bomb with 
nails, 113 he only wished to severely injure 
some of the ministers and deputies, and 
asserted in proof. oE this that if he had 
wished to kill he would hnvo fired bin 
bomb with cartridges. He said he would 
rather have seen 200 or 300 deputies killed 
than ti single spectator injured, adding: 
"It would have been better for the cause 
of anarchism." 


The judge dwelt UBOII the deaths which 


mieht have rcsultertskiu the chamber of 
deputies from the explosion of Vnillant's 
bomb. This feature of the trial seemed 
to enrage the anarchist to the highest de- 
gree, for he.Interrupted the judge, flhout- 
ing at the full pitch of his voice and in 
the in OH L furious manner: "Don't cry 
about deaths, since none occurred." 


Valllant's" Defense, 


The prisoner was allowed to read a long 


statement. "I a/iicl to myself," ho went 
on, "why work when wife and child are 
perishing of starvation? I asked myself 
this question many and many a time 
during the daytime, mid as 1 lay awake 
at ni^ht, feverishly tossing about in my 
hard bed, without knowing where the 
next day's food was to come from, and 
without having any means of knoiring 
where I was to get the next franc which 
was to put off for unother day what 
aeemed 
to be the inevitable end of 


our long struggle for existence—starv- 
ation, ' I 
resolved 
to 
manufacture 


that bomb and to throw it into the 
chamber 
gf deputies in order that its 


explosion migfci echo around the world 
and possibly be the signal for olliiTrf to 
take dispunite menus to attract atten- 
tion to thu Hiiffi'riiifjs of the poor. 


"My act wns born of. the misery of the 


people,-whole families of whom ure dying 
of starvation. 
Woe betide those who 


leave their fellow-men to die for want of 
bread for them; we shall see the bloody 
beada of the exploiters of the people 
carried aloft, on pikes."

When the father died, a 
few years after beginning his work in this 
country,! felt almost as much of a. personal 
loss in his death as Ibe children them- 
selves."
